And What Have You

Loretta Fulton, state editor for 
The Abilene Reporter-News, had a 
good story last week on the area 
campaign to collect pull tops from 
beverage cans in exchange for 
kidney dialysis treatments. The 
whole thing is apparently a hoax— 
a cruel one at that. 


Not only does it offer false hopes 
to a potential benefactor but it also 
wastes a lot of time of well meaning 
citizens. 


The story came to light last 
Monday when an Associated Press 
story was printed in the Monday 
Reporter-News concerning similar 
hoaxes across the nation. 


Jim Warren, public information 
director for the National Kidney 
Foundation, said in the Associated 
Press story that persons all over 
the country had saved pull tops, 
grocery tags, cigarette packs and 
used tea bags to exchange for 
treatments. 


After reading this story Monday 
we remembered that a similar 
campaign was being conducted 
here for the pull tops and wondered 
about it. We checked locally but 
soon found out that it covered too 
big of an area for us to check out 
quickly. 


With us being shorthanded 
because my wife, Barbara, was in 
Houston having her other ear 
operated on, it just didn’t seem 
feasible for us to try to follow up on 
all the leads. We called Ed Wish- 
camper at the Reporter-News 
he put Loretta on the story. 


It is amazing how something like 
this can spread. Apparently it 
began with a story published in the 
Dyess AFB weekly publication, the 
Peacemaker, on Feb. 27. 


Collections then started at 
Hendrick Memorial Hospital when 
an employee there saw the 
Peacemaker story posted on a 
bulletin board in a bowling alley. 


From Hendrick the collection 
campaign spread to the Stonewall 
County community of Old Glory. 
Mrs. Jack Jones, president of the 
Stonewall 
County 
4-H 
Adult 
Leadership Committee, said she 
was contacted by a friend at 
Hendrick Hospital concerning the 
collection. 


Mrs. Jones said the friend 
suggested that collecting the pull 
tops would be a good 4-H project 
and Mrs. Jones agreed. She 
estimated that the 4-Hers have 
collected about 8,000 tops. 


Mrs. Jones also mentioned the 
project at a Tupperware party 
March 16 in an Old Glory home 
sponsored by Norma McLellan of 
Stamford. Mrs. McLellan also 
thought the project sounded like a 
good idea and mentioned it to Mrs. 
Calvin Embrey of Hamlin. 


Mrs. Embrey said the kids who 
frequent the snack bar operated by 
the Embreys volunteered their 
services and have been collecting 
the pull tabs. 
The Abilene Reporter-News 
contacted a number of can com­ 
panies and all of them denied any 
knowledge of such a campaign. 
What I don’t understand is how 
these things get started. The only 
thing that I can think of is that they 
start out as practical jokes. 
As far as protecting yourself in 
the future from a similar hoax, the 
only suggestion I could make would 
be to beware of collecting anything 
that does not have a market value. 
In other words, can the item being 
collected be turned in for cash to 
pay for whatever benefits being 
claimed for the project? If this is 
not the case then I would suggest 
that you make an effort to check 
into the project before you un­ 
dertake it. 
Incidentally, Barbara is back at 
work this week and can now hear 
with both of her ears.

BEEF STROGANOFF 
4 T butter 
I large onion chopped 
112 lb top round steak, cut 
4 ” thick in I V strips 
6 T. Flour mixed with 
1 t. salt 
U t pepper 
6 T. shortening 
2 small cans mushrooms 
2 c. liquid (stock, canned 
b o u illo n or use bouillon 
cubes and include liquid from 
mushrooms) 
Brown gravy flavoring, 
if 
desired 
I c. sour cream 
Melt butter, add onion and 
cook 
about 
three 
minutes 
until onion looks yellow and 
soft. Dredge meat in flour 
mixture Heat shortening and 
when hot add m eat, browning 
quickly so that it won’t dry 
out. (Do not cook all at once, 
but put in enough meat to 
cover bottom of pan ) When 
all the meat is browned, add 
onions, drained mushrooms 
(save liquid) 
and stir 
in 
remaining flour. Add stock or 
bouillon and liquid from 
m ushroom s. 
Add 
gravy 
flavoring, if desired, for dark 
rich brown color. Stir well. 
Cover tightly and cook slowly 
an hour, or until meat is 
tender 
TEN 
M INUTES 
before serving stir in I c. sour 
cream. Serve on large split 
b iscu its, toasted E nglish 
m uffins, 
fluffy 
rice 
or 
noodles. Serves 4. Can be 
frozen. Reheat slowly and stir 
to avoid sticking. 


KEEP AWHILE 
BRAN MUFFINS 
2 c Nabisco IOO percent Bran 
2 c boiling water 


2* 2 c. sugar 
I c shortening 
4 eggs

solution prior to the actual 
transplanting operation. 
If 
com m ercial 
s ta rte r 
solutions are used, carefully 
follow label directions, ad­ 
vises 
Clayton. 
R egular 
garden fertilizer can also be 
used to prepare a starter 
solution. 
T hree 
to 
four 
tablespoons of fertilizer in a 
gallon of w ater is adequate as 
a starter solution. 
When using 
a 
sta rte r 
solution, pour a cupful into 
the hole dug for the trans­ 
plant, suggest Clayton. Some 
gardeners prefer to place the 
plant in the hole and then 
apply the starter solution 
around its base. However, 
use care not to spill any of the 
solution on the leaves. 
Use of a starter solution 
when transplanting can lead 
the way to a highly produc­ 
tive and rewarding home 
garden, Clayton added.

Nematodes Damage 
Garden Plants—Agent 


About 25 per cent of all 
home gardens are infested 
with 
plant 
parasitic 
nematodes, and the tiny 
microscopic pests can do a lot 
of damage, points out Kirby 
Clayton, county agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
The root knot nematode is 
the most important It feeds 
on plant roots and causes 
plants to be stunted, chlorotic 
and poor producers. In severe 
cases they can even kill 
plants. 
Since, nematodes require 
soil moisture to survive and 
move around, it is possible to 
dry the soil down in late 
summer to reduce nematode 
infestation. However, this 
will not completely eliminate 
the problem but will give a 
short term reduction, em­ 
phasizes Clayton. 
Gardens infested with root 
knot nematodes, even though 
they are fumigated, should be 
supplied with 
additional 
potassium and calcium. This 
will help overcome some of 
that which would be tied up in 


the gall tissue on roots caused 
by nematode feeding. 
Where nematodes are a 
problem, soil fumigation will 
be required if a garden is to 
be grown successfully. To 
determine if nematodes are 
present, Clayton suggests 
sending a soil sample to the 
Plant Nematode Detection 
Laboratory at Texas AAM 
University. There is a $2.00 
charge for the service but it is 
well worth the investment. 
Information sheets and bags 
for 
subm itting 
the 
soil 
samples are available a the 
county Extensions office.
